Dr* Goorge Hunt V/llllamson, who arrive 
in Japan on August 16, 1961 at the in*-

A strange, frightening phenomenon was 
witnessed a week ago Wednesday evening. 
May 10th, by Richard Vogt who resides 
south of Eixgle Band, Minnesota* The In¬ 
cident, which as yet has University of 
Minnesota Scientists baffled, occurred 
at about 11:30 pm about l-J^ miles south 
of Osaklo, Linn. In an intervlexf v;ith 
the Inilvliual Involved, the newspaper 
learned that Vogt v/as enrouto home from 
a business trip which had taken him sev¬ 
eral Biles south of Osrkls. tTien enrout 3 
to hlo home, Vogt noted v^hat he descri¬ 
bed as a ball of fo 3 aporox. 3 ft. In 
diameter and aomv/hat elongated, descend¬ 
ing tov/'^rd him from a perfectly clear 
sky rt about a 45 dogroo angle. It ap¬ 
proached vrlth ouch rapidity that Vogt 
vras. unable to take any evasive notion & 
the mysterious object struck the nuto on 
the upper section of the hood and In the 
windshield. The sound of the impact of 
the strange matter with the vehicle Vogt 
describes as he Imagines it v/ould sound 
If driving at a high rate of speed into 
a thrown shovel full of fine grovel. A 
tremendous amount of heat was generated 
and the interior of the oar was heated 
almost Instantaneously to a near unbear¬ 
able hevt, and the windshield v;hlch re¬ 
ceived full Impact of the fog "mass”, 
was extremely hot to the touch. It was 
3 (i hot In fact, that to h-'ve held the 
hand In contact vr'th the glass for more 
than' a very brief raomont would have re¬

As proof of his harrowing 
exporlcnoe, Mr. Vogt has his Chevrolet 
automobile. The nit marks irhlch were 
burned into the v/lndshiold, the circu¬ 
lar cracks In the glass which resulted 
from the intense heat, and the burned 
specks in the finish of the hood are 
all the-^e to corroborate his story.

Thlrty-slx peraoimel on aimulated roconnaieganco out, of Fort Hood, saw, 
on the 2l3t of Decoraber^ 1958# a round, flat, dark object having a brljU 
liantly lighted dorae situated In the center top. At the time that this 
object was spotted by one of the men. It was In a hovering posit Ion 
motionless. It was observed for 22 minutes, during vrhlch time three 
things ocourred: 1. from the bottom center of the object, there Issued 
forth an extremely bright shaft of white light, almost blinding the men. 
This light was shot to the earth from the object*a estimated height of 
about 300 foet. The light was on for about 4 or 5 ralnutes, remaining 
steady throughout; 2. as this light suddenly wont out, or ^laa turned 
off, the objoot was surrounded by a pinkish coloured gow, which lasted 
until the object departed. ■)urlns the glow, the half round dome on the 
top of the object flashed red and green, '*llke two opposing lights 
revolving on a center pole.*' 3. tho object then began to away bc.ok and 
forth, about 2 or 3 minutes before departing, v;hllo maintaining previous, 
altitude. It was at this tine that the pinkish glow seemed to be dravm 
into the object from underneath. An instant prior to lt‘s departure, it 
again stopped all motion, and then recoded toward tho northwest at such 
tremendous speed that some of the men thought it was shrinking in size 
while in the samo spot. However, when it had ‘shrunk* to about tho slzo 
of a pee, the objoot veered to tho southwest, and thon was not seen, 
though the non watched for over an hour. The size of the object when 
first seen would be coEipaz*o,bl© to a ’‘Hash Rambler” car. No protrusions 
or apertures were discerned. Ho sound vrs^s heard at any time, and a 
quick search of the area vrher© the light-shaft appeared to *hlt' tho 
ground produced no dlsoomable evidence. It was observed In the afternoon..
